Ihe United 
States had been trying for a great many 
years to get rid of her treaty with Great 
Britain and had not rid o! it by the action 
of Great Britain in violation of it.

or violation, yet noithtr Great BriUIn 
nor the United States respected its 
terms. But it was very evident the peo- 
ple of the United Stntei would Insist on 
the abrogation of that treaty whenever it 
should appear inimical to the interests of 
the great raassea of the people of the 
country. Kevertlng to tho peculiarities 
of Chinese imnilKratlon.Teller remarked 
that an American would never asfliiiillalo 
with a Chinaman, because if Americans 
would Chinamen would not. In the 
whole catalogue of nations with iteolf as 
•Chinese, tbsir civilization was to them 
infinitely superior to the civilization of 
Europe and America, and the Chinaman 
would In contact with tho civilization of 
Europe and America remain a China- 
man, and therefore a rcanon existed for 
keeping them out of tho country which 
did not exist for keeping other people 
out. 
Chinamen came to the United 


States simply to

and return it to their homes. They took 
no part in building up tho society in 
which they lived. The lowest immigrant 
that came from Europe, whether con- 
vict, pauper or otherwise contributed 
flomothing to civil society. HiB children 
went to the public schools and the great 
maas ol them contributed materially to 
the prosperity of the country. _ But a 
Chinaman contributed simply his cheap 
labor, and in that ho came In competi- 
tion with the American laborer and de- 
prived him of his opportunities. He 
(Teller) was in favor of the restriction of 
immigration of all classes of people, al- 
though he confessed that if it were left to 
him to determine how it should be done, 
ho would be unable to arrive at any plan 
that would be acceptable to himsolf. 
Still, in relation to tho Chinese, congress 
could not afford to pasa harsh and un- 
reasonable laws. Ho said that China- 


ea. an wo w

Said the ruddy fnced nml white apron- 


ed mnrkctinan to me today between the 
pnffs of his pcrfccto: 


"Yes, I sell it good many mushrooms, 


especially during Lent. Ttoo that 
come in now are raised in hothouses in 
beds nridcrncnth tlio plant shelves itnd 
they como jirclt;- high, although they 
uro'goUing down in price lately. 1 have 
sold them as high us throe dollars o 
pound. Later on in the .spring we get 
them from ihu fnnnors r.nd othore who 
i-niso Ihcm iu their cellars, in shaded 
pldcca and even in c;ivcs, and during 
wnrm wcallicr men and women and 
boys and girls yrlin gather them in 
fields mid pastures bring them in lo the 
city. Then wo sell Ihcm for almost 
nothing—as low as ten cents a potind 
BOrnetiim'fi. 
Most of onr customers who 


buv mushrooms are people of menus, 
and although we sell great Quantities of 
them, llio people as a whole don't Feein 
to appreciate slid understand tlicm, as 1 
ahc.tiM thir.t '.hey •.vo-.'.M."
